Republican ^'apor ".nominates a Demo* 


erotic Candidate For President. 


The Democrats of northern Ohio are 


just now taking an umisual interest in 
the great political tragedy which their 
party VB plucing npon the hoards of the 
national theater at Washington, Their 
chagrin at the failure of their party to 
keep-its pledges knows no bounds. They 
are 3n favof oil a radical reduction of the 
tariff, and tvpcii that lino they are mass- 
i-,-~ their forces for 1896. They will fa- 
ro:* only such u candidate for the presi- 
<1.'ncy as v%'ill voice this sentiment. A 
£»i:eral opinion prevails here that the 
man v: hose ijolitical course has been con- 
si-r.ent and who has the best claim to 
tho honor of a, Democratic nomination ia 
an Ohicnm. He is a free trader, a single 
true advocate and a Henry George adher- 
ent. 
That Ohio Democrat is-Congress- 


man Tom L. Johnson of the Twenty- 
first district. This sentiment, th-ua far. 
is confined to northern Ohio. Two ar- 
gnaients are advanced in favor of John- 
son by his followers. 
He is absolutely 


consistent and is not prominently con' 
nected with any particular faction of his 
party in Ohio. Ho is not as near to tho 
Cleveland administration as is ex-Q-ov- 
ernor Campbell, but much nearer than 
Senator Brice. 


There nre many reasons why Demo- 


crats think there is reason to believe the 
nomination is coming west of the Alle- 
ghany mountains. Oliioanssay theparly 
tanat not go too far west. They believe 
the Republicans will find their candidate 
in northern Ohio and in the person of 
Governor McKinley, and why, say the 
Democrats, should we not find our lead- 
er on tho same ground? They say, too, 
that no man in Ohio has been more pro- 
novmced in his opposition to Govei'iior 
McKinlcy's views than has the frco ti'ade 
representative of this district. 


Judge E. J. Blandin of Cleveland, who 


stands among the most influential party 
advisers of tho state, mado a significant 
remark the other day in characterizing 
Congressman Johnson. 
"He ia a Napo- 


Ifon," declared the judge. 
"He is am- 


bitions to be a Vanderbilt and equally 
ambitious to bo president of the United j 
States. He will be a Vanderbilt, and he 
inay bo president of tho United States." 


Judge Blandin'a views will find ap- 


proval in many minds. Men who know 
Johnson admire him. Like the immor- 
tal Blaine, lit: is magnetic; liko Presi- 
dent Cleveland, ho cares for no party 
faction; but, like great Cfesar, he ia am- 
bitious. 


He is a man of immense wealth and at 
:ie same time has a bigfollowin.cr among 
bo laboring classes. By a display of 
rankness at least he has made for him- 
elf a substantial following. 
Tom L. 


ohnson occupies a unique position ia 
Dhio politics. The boldness of his views 
as fascinated men who hold opinions 
ntirely at variance with his own. An 
utspoken warrior in tho arena of poli- 
ics is a novelty. It is especially difficult 
n- Ohio Democrats to iind a leader ;just 
ow whose views are known. In John- 
oil a leader has been found whoso polit- 
;al creed is as clearlj' outlined and as 
snrlessly proclaimed as is -tho creed o£ 
3-overuor McKinley, whom Ohioaus, ro- 
ardless of party, have como to call the 
ogical candidate of tho Republicans for 
bo great contest of 18'JO. Tho only qucs- 
iou which Democrats here aro considv 
ug is as to whether tho views of the sin- 
le tax member from Ohio will meet 
s-ith the approval of tho convention 
,'bich will be called upon to name tho 
E-ader. 


Ohio Democrats have gone into many 
onventions heretofore with a delegation 
ivided among itself. There have been 
IcLeans and Thurmans, Paynes and 


Fonilletons, and today there aro Brioes 
nd Campbells. Factions, fatal 
fac- 


ioas, have marked the conventions of 
Democrats of Ohio for HO years. 
The 


nan who belongs to no faction and who 
•HIS not grown too great by feeding upon 
ho meat oi ambition will' be u star act- 
r in the Democratic farce corned}7 of tho 
ummer of 189G. 
Tho name of Tom L. 


"oiirison seems to start a spirit of en- 
husiasm among tho faction of "kids'" 
uii.l "mossbacks" alike, and it would 
•tot take much to start his political 
,tot:k moving skyward. 


The rise of Congressman Johnson has 


oeeu remarkable. Ten years ago he was 
n obscurity, 
He made a few fortunate 


u vestments in street car enterprises with 
is limited means. He has quadrupled 
lis fortune about every two years. Six 
-ears ago he entered politics with a well 
11 led barrel and a first class following, 
lo met with defeat. Two years later he 
tried it and won. He was re-elected over 
•he Hon. O. J. Hodge, and he will be 
lominated once more without opposition 
this fall. 
He will have to work against 


disrupting factions, and it is this single 
'act that causes apprehension among liis 
Mends. If be can overcome party oppo- 
sition, ho may get his seat in congress 
once more. 


A prominen t Cleveland Democrat, just 


returned from the state capital tonight, 
stated that tho political battlefield of the 
nation was going to center in Ohio for 
;he next two years. He drew a little di- 
agram of the political battlefield about 
[ike 
this: "John R. McLean, editor of 


the Cincinnati Enquirer, will be a can- 
didate for the senate to succeed Calvin 
3, Brice. I am absolutely certain of 
this fact. 
Senator Brice will be a presi- 


dential candidate, and so will Tom L. 
Johnson. 
Ex-Governor Campbell can 


expect nothing, for he is faithless to his 
friends and does not remember them. 
Johnson is a stronger man in Ohio than 
Brice. Both are rich, and both are fight- 
ers. 
Neither will yield until beaten. 


Johnson will win." 


It is generally conceded that the pre- 


liminary skirmish for Johnson is to be 
made this fall. If he can overcome party 
factions and n Republican majority in 
.his own congressional district, he will be 
a leading candidate before the Demo- 
cratic convention of 1896,— Cleveland 
Cor. Chicago Tribune.

CAX.IF01i.MA MILITIAMEN 


The ways of the militiamen of Cali- 


fornia during the strike have not been 
pleasant. They were called out by the 
Governor to keep the peace. If they re- 
f jsed to obeyed they were court-mar- 
tialed and dishonorably discharged, if 
not more severely punished. Many of 
them are young men employed in var- 
ious occupations in cities and towns 
Thair employers notified them that if 
they did njt raturn to work at a 
stated time they would be discharged. 
Their officers told them that under the 
military code they would be classed as 
deserters if they left their commands 
when in active service without permis- 
sion. This placed them between two 
fires, as it were. If the?- remained 
under arms they would be discharged 
by their employers, aud if they de- 
serted they were liable to be court- 
martialed. 


Now that the cruel war is over, many 


of the national gujrdamen Snd them- 
selves, as many of the strikers do, out 
of employment. Colonel Barry of the 
Third Regiment has called upon all 
the Captains to report to him the num- 
ber of members in their respective 
companies who have been discharged 
by their employers because of their 
absence during the strike. He says 
something must be done to awaken 
public appreciation of the fact that the 
militia are being punished instead of 
r^wa-ded for their services. He wants 
the name of every man discharged 
from employment, the name of bis em- 
player, and the reason, if auy, assigned 
for the same, so that he can lay the 
matter before the Brigadier-General 
with the request that it be forwarded 
to the higher authorities. 


KAILROAO TAXttS. 


E. B, Ryan of the Southern Pacific 


Oompany.stated before the State Board 
of Equalization of California that the 
road Is assessed $9,000 per mile in 
Webber county and $7,500 per mile in 
Box Elder county, Utah. In Arizona 
the average rate is $7,000 per mile, in 
New Mexico $5,000 per mile, in Oregon 
$6,030 per mile, while in Nevada the 
lowest is $10,000 per mile and the 
highest $14,000 per mile. In explana- 
tion of the high rate in Nevada, he 
said the grass is very short in this 
State, and railroad taxes are the* chief 
source of revenue. 


Notwithstanding the railroad pays 


its proportion of the taxes of Nevada 
four-fifths of the business men and 
farmers interviewed by JOURNAL re- 
porters on the subject are decidedly in 
favor of Government ownership of 
railroads. They claim that the reduc- 
tion in transportation rates wonld over- 
balance the increased taxation to such 
an extent that they could well afford 
to have the road untaxed, as it would 
be if the Government owned it.

Officers. 


THE 
TRAIN 
WRECKERS' 
TRIAL. 


A. Woman's Damaging Testimony. 


WOODLAND, Cal, August 2.—The tes- 


timony this morning was the strongest 
the prosecution has put in during the 
past four days of the trial. Mrs. Mary 
Van Dnzen was the first witness. It 
was at her house in Sacramento that 
Sam Clark, the dead engineer, boarded. 
Witness BMd that on the morning of 
the wreck she asked of Mr. Neil, an A. 
B. U. boarder, if there was really any 
danger to anyone going out on the 
train that morning. 


He asked me if I should see Sam 


again, and I said " yes, in the morning." 
He said: "Whoever goes out on that 
engine will never reach Davisville. 
Warn him in my name not to go. If 
he goes you will never see him again." 
I saw him in the morning and pleaded 
with h'm not to go. He said: "I must 
go. If I don't they will court-martial 
me and make me." 


W. F. Hayden testified to going to 


the scene of the wreck and returning 
to Sacramento by the county road and 
to meeting VVorden and riding to town 
with him. Witness was asked to iden- 
tify Worden, who was at that time con- 
cealed from witness' view. 


" Stand up, Mr. Worden," said Judge 


Fisher. 


" Let the witness stand up if he wants 


to see me," replied Worden. 


'•Do as I tell you," shouted the 


Judge. 


" Well, I won't do as you tell me," re- 


joined Worden. 


Worden slowly rose to his feet by a 


command from General Hart, bis at- 
torney. He was identified by the wit- 
ness. 


The entire afternoon session was 


consumed in the examination of Frank 
D. Bead, who testified that he came to 
Sacramento from Dunsmuir on July 
5th. On July llth he was given a gun 
and two rounds of ammunition and 
was told to report to Captain Collins 
at the west end of the Sacramento 
bridge at midnight. He met Collins 
about a mile from the point of the 
wreck and gave the password of the A. 
B. U. and went on over talking to the 
other men, one of whom said: "If we 
can't stop the train any other way I 
can pop the engineer." Witness then 
refused to act in such a scheme. One 
of the strikers present said, "you bet- 
ter keep your mouth shut or you will 
go into the river." He then started 
back to Sacramento. The pickets took 
away bis ammunition, but be retained 
the gun, afterwards throwing it into a 
clump of bushes. The witness then 
left Sacramento, afraid to remain under 
the surveillance of the A. B. U. The 
witness testified that he had seen Wor- 
den on the morning of July llth in a 
wagon which was driven through the 
lines by a boy. 


The court adjourned while the cross 


examination was incomplete. 
Desperadoes Pay the Penalty of Their

SAPULPA, O. T., August 2.—Two more 


of the Cook gang of desperadoes who 
attempted to rob the bank at Chandlei 
have paid the penalty of their outlaw 
life.

the Remarkable Career Tliat the OIMM 
Gnat C«.rtoonl»t UaA In This Country. 
The news that Thomas Nast has gone 


to making political cartoons on the Pall 
Mail Gazette in London caused a ripple 
of astonishment -wherever artists gather 
In this town. The career that he thus 
brings to a close in America has indeed 
been a very remarkable one. About 
jSTast's origin and early life very little 
has be«n made public, but it has alwayn 
been gossiped among the artists that ho 
U partly Italian, German and Jewish, 
and- that before he came to America he 
was -with Garibaldi in that patriot's 
army. As an artist he first-went to \vork 
for Frank Leslie in this city. The most 
Important work he did for him is said to 
have been the Heenan-Sayers fight in 
England. Soon after-ward he began work 
upon Harper's Weekly. He did not at 
Once develop -the gift -which made him 
the most talked of artist and the most 
powerful cartoonist in America. 
But 


from the first he made cartoons and lit- 
tle else. They were not humorous at 
the start, but, the year being 1864, were 
upon war subjects and were patriotic 
and sentimental. 


Toward the close of that year, when 


McClellan was nominated for president 
by th« Democrats, Nast began his polit- 
ical work, which ended brilliantly in 
1§71, when he began hia attacks on Wil- 
liam S£ Tweed. "Most of his work up 
to and at that time was drawn/with pen 
or pencil directly' upon tho wooden 
blocks which were to be carved out into 
wood cuts afterward. He did a part of 
his work with India ink "wash" on the 
wood in the same; way. He parted with 
t^e Harpers later', owing, it was said, to 
difference of political opinion, but re- 
turned to The Weekly after a long ab- 
sence at a salary that was considered re- 
markable. Some said that he got $15,- 
000 a year, and some said that the figure 
was 1110,000. But bis star had declined. 
Keppler had filled the field and with 
merits that Nast never had. Keppler 
had no limitations or fetters. He was 
r.n absolute free lance, his sense of hu- 
mor was broader and his power of satire 
was keener. Moreover, he made artistic 
pictures, enhanced by the use of gay col- 
ors. Nast could not recover his old place 
as the chief of our cartoonists. He had 
made a great deal of money, but it was 
said that he lost most of it. He went 
into a western mining venture and spec- 
ulated in other ways without success. 
He took up newspaper work last of all, 
but it was evident that in every field ho 
had been distanced by those who had 
the artistic faculty supplemented by ar- 
tistic training. Nast never had either. 
He drew very clumsily nnd crudely. 


Had he been able to keep pace with tho 


artistic progress of the country, or had 
ho stopped work in 1879, 'his fame would 
have been splendid. During the closing 
year of the war he was more detested in 
the south than the most rabid abolition- 
ist in Boston, and in the same measure 
he was idolized in the north. The Union 
League club of this city gave him a pres- 
ent of plate for what he did to glorify 
patriotism and the northern cause. 
When he fought Tweed with his pencil, 
it was reported that his life was threat- 
ened and that great bribes were offered 
to him. Tweed was reported to have 
said that Nast's pictures worried him 
more than all that was written by his 
opponents. 


Mr. Nast lived well in a pretty sub- 


urban home and had many warm friends 
r.round him. His personal popularity 
was very great all over the country. His 
lecture trips, when he gave blackboard 
talks all over tho country, made him well 
known iu even the smaller cities, and 
travelers say that today there is scarcely 
a clubhouse between this city aud the 
Pacific coast wherein the visitor will not 
see Thomas Nast's bearded face drawn 
by himself, framed and in n place of 
honor. It was his ability to express a 
popular sentiment in a picture that gave 
him his vogue. Whether ho can remodel 
bis mind to hit the English taste remains 
to be seen.—New York San. 


A Unique Mining Outfit. 


Henry Spencer, a Colorado miner, is 


fitting out a small naphtha launch for u 
novel prospecting tour. He intends to 
work the bottom of the Sacramento river 
above Bedding, and he is confident that 
his venture will prove successful. The 
launch is 40 feet long and is propelled 
with an eight horsepower engine. ID 
the bow of the boat he lias placed a pe- 
culiar pnrap, which waa constructed 
from his own design. The pump will be 
operated by the engine, and it is calcu- 
lated to suck up the mud from the bot- 
tom of the river and throw it on a sluice 
which rnna the full length of the boat 
sbove the cabin and extends far enough 
over the stern to throw all tho refuse 
back into the river. The pump is pow- 
erful enough to suck tip a good many 
cubic yards a day, just how many tho 
investor could not say, but he expected 
;hat by running at full speed it should 
tie .somewhere near 1,000. If the new 
mining apparatus saved half the gold 
from half that amount of earth from the 
bed of the river near Redding, it should 
be a paying venture, say several miners 
who know the country, and they are 
watching Mr. Spencer's mining entor- 
•miaefaiaa cloeely.-^-San Francisco Ex-

An Amendment Relating to Re- 


pairing Buildings Within the 
Fire Limits. 


AN OKDINAOE TO AMEND AN O1DI- 
nance entitled, "An ordinance J*o. 34, 
defining the fire limits of the town of Reno, 
and tnaklne regulations concerning: the 
erection and use of buildings in said town." 
Adopted May 1,1893. 
By virtue of the power and authority

ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada. 
the Beard of County Commissioners of 
Washoe County, Nevada, do ordain as

SECTION 1. Section four of said ordinance

to unless such alteration be made of brick 
stone, iron or a combination of these mater 
ials; and no wooden building within the fire 
limits shall be hereafter moved unless it be 
f' r the purpose of moving it out of the fire 
limits; provided that nncessary repairs to 
any wooden building: within the fl.e limit 
may be made wh»ro the same will not In 
orease the size of said building or the aver 
age height of the roof thereof, but no re 
oairs shall be mtde anon any wooden butld 
Ing in sold fire limits without permission 
thereftre, in writing-, having first been ob 
tained from the I'oard of County ' omnils 
•toners, at a regular meeting of said Board

Louis Pio, tho promoter, did his best 
woi-k iu rs I'ing his colony, and, second, 
bet;au::3 UK* popr.lation of tho town is 
composed wholly oC wliite jieople. Tha 
comptiny -will nor, sell nny land to ne-' 
grops nor are \vtiito purchasers permitted 
to do r.o herc-afici', and no negroes are 
emplcyti'l iii or about the city. 


All labor of every description is done 


by the colonists themselves, and it is 
their l>..as< that they will build Tip a 
great city without the employment or 
tho aid of negroes. At the start hun- 
dreds of negroes discharged by tho rail- 
rond contractors after tho completion of 
the East Coast line applied for work, but 
they were told that they were not wanted. 
Now the blacks steer clear of the place, 
nnd the colonists are very much gratified 
at this. Tho experiment of establishing 
a strictly white community in ono of the 
eta ten of the south will be watched^ with 
tU'f-p interest all over the country.—New 
York Tribune.
